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Chicago is the second city in population in America. The count for Chicago shows a 
population of 1,098,576, leading Philadelphia by over 50,000 and falling behind New 
York about 400,000. The growth of American cities has no parallel in history. 

The cholera has made further progress in Spain. Since the commencement of the out- 
break there have been two thousand three hundred and fourteen cases, with eleven hun- 
dred and sixty-seven deaths. There is reason to believe that some attacks from which 
patients have recovered have been concealed from the authorities. 

Bx, Aug. 30.—Heavy thunderstorms are reported from all parts of Switzerland. 
The rain, which descended in torrents, has swollen the rivers to such an extent that large 
tracts of country are now under water. Numerous bridges have been swept away in the 
Gresons, and communications by rail and post interrupted in several cantons, but princi- 
pally in Arlberg. A landslip has occurred on the Gothard line, which will seriously im- 
pede all railway traffic. 

Berne, Aug. 31.— There is no abatement of the serious floods in the Rhine valley. 
Along the Austro-Swiss frontier vast stretches of country are inundated, and appear like 

great lakes, from which the upper parts of the houses rise like islands. More than 200 
houses in the villages of St. Gall and in Montlingen are flooded to a height of twelve feet 
from the ground. The only means of communication is by boats. 

Vienna, Aug 30.—The Rhine has overflowed its banks at Vorarlberg. The overflow 
occurred early this morning, and in a very short time the houses in the vicinity were 
flooded, their inmates having to fly for their lives to places of safety. As it was, however, 
several were drowned both in Vorarlberg and in the smaller villages further on, includ- 
ing Alback, Hohenems, Hocchst, and Lustenan, where the waters rose to the second 
storeys of the houses. As in Switzerland, bridges were swept away by the rushing flood, 
and many fields ready for harvest have been laid waste. 

The Helsingfors correspondent of the Daily News, telegraphing, August 3lth, says :— 
The most terrible hurricane experienced here during the present century occurred last 
night, causing immense destruction in its course. Beautiful forests of many centuries’ 
growth were leveled to the ground like cornfields before the reapers. It was a painful 
sight to witness the awful havoc created by the storms. Everywhere roofs were carried 
away, windows smashed, entire houses demolished, spires blown down, and bridges swept 
clear away. The country has been wonderfully transformed. A richly covered forest 
land is now in many districts absolutely bare. The loss is unestimable, but it has been 
roughly calculated that 25 per cent of the large trees have been destroyed in the districts 
which the hurricane visited. There is terrible suffering among the. inhabitants of the 
villages, and many wrecks are expected in the Baltic. The telegraph wires have been 
much damaged and communication consequently interrupted. 

Ron, Sept. 2.— What may be called the Young Clerical School becomes more and 
more inclined towards Socialism, the great object in view being, of course, to draw 
closer the relations between the Catholic Church and the great masses of workpeople 
throughout the world. M. De Mun in France, M. De Curtius in Switzerland, and a 
number of young German and Austrian Catholic leaders have made numerous journeys 
to Rome, and have succeeded in forming an influential party at the Vatican. It can 
‘truthfully be said that the Pope himself is at the present day a most ardent advocate of 
this Catholic Socialism. His Holiness firmly believes that the Catholic Church is de- 
signed to solve the great labor problem, and this idea will be developed in the forthcom- 
ing Encyclical letter which Leo XIII is now preparing. Every day his Holiness shuts 
himself up in the Pavillion of Paul V., surrounded by books, brochures, and Socialistic 
leaflets, not to speak of various written reports. He has his lunch taken to him in his 
study, and he wr ͤ.—

because he had “come ont of the world.” 

The votaries of the everlasting Gospel invite people to examine .care- 
dully, dogically, and with earnestness of purpose, the principles of that 
Gospel, knowing full well that they are principles that cannot ‘but hene- 
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fi these. who will receive them and obey them. No intelligent, oonscien 
tiows man can examine them thoroughly, and say that he who endeavors 
to live them in his life is unworthy of respect, and should be ostracised 
from the society of honorable men and women. Then why, we may be 
asked, are men so hated who espouse those principles} We can better 
answer by saying—for the same reason that our Savior was hated. Tell 
us why the cruel hand of persecution has shown itself against apostles 
and prophets of God in times of old, and you can also tell why those who 
“came out of the world” are hated to-day. 

It is a singular thing that obedience to the ordinance of baptism, ad- 
ministered by one having authority, cuts off the individual baptized from 
the associates of his youth and the friends of his manhood. It does not 
argue well for the condition of civilization. There is not much to be 
proud of after all, when the masses of the people turn against those who 
love to practice in their lives the principles of righteousness. What 
oredit is it to a man to hate his brother man because the latter has the 
courage to do what he believes to be right, and especially when doing 80 
the rights of his fellow-beings are not infringed upon? A person joining 
the Church of Christ does not deprive other people of their rights. It 
really seems that people exercise the spirit of prejudice without using the 
intelligence God has given them to find out whether there is real grounds 
for their prejudice. They shut their eyes and their ears to the truth, and 
with a cruelty that is most severe, cast from them those for whom they 
have formerly shown warm friendship and deep love. Is such a course 
Christian-like? Is it Godlike? Is it really manly? Yet even the noted 
Newman would, no doubt, have been treated with such contempt had he 
received the Gospel of the kingdom. | 

The fact is too true, however unpleasant a comment it may be upon 
mankind, that a man may believe in all the principles of the everlasting 

Gospel and failing, through the want of moral courage, to put them in 
practice, live in the midst of the world “hail fellow well met,” but the 
moment he puts into practice those principles after the order God has 
instituted, that moment he is “ out of the world,” so far as the esteem and 
loye of the majority of men are concerned. We have known professed 
religious teachers who were highly respected by the world for their learn- 
ing and morality, who had the courage to embrace the Gospel and cast 
their lot with the people of God, and those of their own households turned 
against them, and the admiration of former friends turned into contempt. 

We call to mind a recent example. A clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land, a man of ability and learning, who was highly respected for his at- 
tainments, recently became converted to the truth of the everlasting Gos- 
pel, and joined the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. He 
resigned his position because he could not conscientiously teach what he 
did not believe. His family turned against him, and he lost friends and 
position. His was a sacrifice indeed, for he dearly loved his family. There 
is an inward strength of character, a love for principle, an integrity to 

divine truth in such a man that should call forth admiration. But the 


en in a character | like that are not appre- 
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ciated by the shallow-minded—by the clamorous mob—who are better 
fitted to point the finger of scorn than to esteem the nobleness and purity 
of purpose actuating a man who leaves all to which worldly ambition 
allures him, and devotes himself to an unpopular cause. ] 

Dr. Newman left the same Episcopal Church, but he joined a stronger 
one, so far as influence and number of members are concerned. ‘His 
change did not test the whole strength of his better manhood. His popu- 
larity was increased rather than dimished. He was soon given a promi- 
nent and influential position, and he continued to hold the esteem of 
different classes of men. As a Cardinal he was powerful and highly 
respected, and now that he is dead, all people, Catholics and Protestants, 
seem to vie with each other in the effort to honor his memory. 

Men may accomplish much good by knowledge, and by the influence of 
a good moral life, but they can never accomplish for themselves or for 
others with these things that which can be accomplished by compliance 
to the laws of the Gospel of the kingdom. A man may attain a high 
position in the world and be greatly honored, and then not develop the 
powers of a noble manhood found developed in a humble, obscure man, 
who has struggled against the opposing influences of prejudice and igno- 
rance, and enjoyed the “ testimony of Jesus,” and other gifts of the Spirit 
given to those who faithfully believe and practice the principles of the 
everlasting Gospel. There is a discipline in the endurance of trials, a 
development in the manifestation of moral courage, a richness of experi- 
ence in combating the influences of the world, that tend to make a man 
a man in the truest sense of that word. 

Even Cardinal Newman would have had comparatively dormant powers 
of his manhood called into play by an experience in the Gospel of the 
kingdom. Then, too, he would have had the aid and support of that 
wonderful Spirit which God richly gives to those who enter the sheepfold 
by the gate and make sacrifices for the truth. It is to be regretted that 
he failed to comprehend and embrace the grand opportunity his life 
_ afforded to associate himself with the Saints. In this world he has ob- 

tained the praise and love of men; but “The friendship of the world is 
enmity with God.” In the life where he has gone a just God will deal 
with him according to the opportunities and deeds of hislife. J. E. C.

UTAH’S INCREASE UNDER “MORMON REGIME.” © 


—— — 


THE rapid increase of population in 
this Territory is beginning to attract 
attention and to elicit newspaper 
comment. Of course this increase is 
attributed to “Gentile” influences. 
The Liberal” element, with its usual 
unblushing impudence, claims the 
credit, and the echoes carry the sound 
throughout the country. By the 
echoes we mean most of those papers 
which treat on Utah affairs; it is 
seldom that they do anything but 
repeat errors. 


The San Francisco Chronicle says 
of this increase in population: 

“That is a pretty good proof of the 
stimulus given by Gentile institutions 
and the class of people that they 
attract, Under the old Mormon re- 
gime the city would not have its 
present position before the end of the 
century. 


It is said that figures will not lie. 
But it does not follow that persons 
and papers cannot lie with figures. 


Let us see what the census tells of the 


increase in Utah “ under the old Mor- 
mon regime.” 
In 1853 the census gave Utah a 
population of 11,380. In 1860 it 
reached 40,273, the percentage of in- 
crease being 253, In 1870 it ran up 
to 86,786, or an increase of 115 per 
cent. In 1880 the population was 
143,963, an increase of 65 per cent. 
And the latest report places the 
present popelation at 223,689, an in- 
crease o 55 per cent. 3 
So that “under the old Mormo 
regime,” the percentage of the increase 
was greater than since the influx of 
“Gentiles.” And when the “regime” 
was exclusively “Mormon,” the in- 
crease was nearly five times as great 
as during the last decade. And with 
the increase of the Gentile ” element 
the ratio of increase has rapidly de- 
clined. Will the Chronicle make a 
note of this and correct its palpable 
error, or will it proceed in its usual 
course, publish a gross untruth and 
entirely ignore the facts when placed 
before its attention ?—Deseret News.

UTAH NEWS. 
(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 483 
Two cars of blooded Holstein cattle from Salt Lake passed through 


Ogden Aug. 15th, bound for Idaho. 
Granger, Wyoming.

The Rio Grande Western is now running through sleepers from Grand 
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Junction to San Francisco. Round trip tickets from Salt Lake to San 
Francisco and Los Angeles are now on sale at the Rio Grande Western 
ticket office. Heretofore, these tickets were purchasable only in Ogden. 


Mr. J. B. Toronto, of Salt Lake City, jumped from a train while in 
motion at the Ogden platform on Aug. 14th, and had one of his shoulders 
severely dislocated. The fall might have proved fatal. 


The property owners to a man are opposed to having two street railway 
tracks on First, between First East and A streets, Salt Lake City, and 
so informed the City Council at its last session, by petition. The matter 
was referred to the committee on streets, but, fearing adverse action, the 
Rapid Transit Company began to construct a grade on that street. A 
note from Mayor Scott, written at the request of interested parties, 
secured a suspension of work until the committee is heard from. 

Gertrude Barry, a young lady of Manchester, England, while visiting 
Wyoming friends, was drowned near Lander on Aug. 12th. Miss Barry 
was with a fishing and camping party in the canyon of the Popoagie. 
While climbing over some rocks she slipped and fell into the river. Efforts 
to save her life proved fruitless. 

There was an excursion of Seventh Ward people, Salt Lake City, to 
Syracuse, on Aug. 14th. One article of food taken by some of them in 
the picnic was canned tongue, of which five persons ate somewhat freely. 
The individuals who partook of the tongue were subsequently seized with 
nausea and vomiting. These symptoms attacked some of them before 
starting for home, while others were taken sick on the train. A Miss 
Eldridge was seriously ill all night, necessitating the attendance of a 
physician. Poisonous matter in the canned tongue undoubtedly ae 
the sufferings of those who ate of it. } 

The shameless manner in which the federal officials are running things 
in the south-eastern counties of Idaho, is enough to make one wonder 
whether those counties belong to the north or the south. Intimidation 
generally refer to colored people; but this new State of Idaho has already 
so greatly advanced the theory of the strong arm, that it is made to cover 
the whites. Nearly two years ago a general election was held, courts have 
been regularly in session from term to term, grand juries have assembled 
and been discharged; during all this period nothing was said or thought 
of about irregularities at the last election in 1888; but now, on the eve of 
another election, that section is covered all over with deputies with writs 
in their hands, arresting electors for alleged illegalities at the last elec- 
tion. If several hundred men arrested now were really guilty in registra- 
tion or voting so long ago, these officials ought to be discharged from their 


offices for not finding it out before this. If courts and their officers are 
here simply as instruments of oppression and wrong, we had better be 
without them. The bald statement of the fact that four counties of Idaho 
are now overrun by a gang of official desperadoes, arresting hundreds of 
old citizens for alleged offences committed two years ago, and only now 
brought to block in the face of another election, is sufficient oondemna- 
tion of itself. Ketchum Keystone. 
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
